Accusations 
Hurled in 
Peace Talks

PARIS (AP) « The U.S. and 


South Vietnamese delegations 
bitterly assailed Communist ter» 
ror tactics in South Vietnam at 
the Paris peace talks today, and 
the Viet Cong warned the Amer- 
icans against taking any "ap- 
propriate response." 


A new round of accusations at 


the eighth weekly session of the 
enlarged talks made clear that 
the deadlock was as hard as 
ever. 


U.S. Ambassador Henry Cab- 


ot Lodge denounced the other 
side for attacks in South Viet* 
nam seeking "to terrorize the 
civilian population into submis- 
sion." 


South Vietnamese Ambassa- 


dor Pham Dang Lam accused 
the Viet Cong and the North 
Vietnamese of plans to expand 
the war, "seriously threatening 
peace in the Indochinese penin- 
sula, Southeast Asia and in the 
whole world." 


Tran Buu Kiem of the Viet 


Cong's 
National 
Liberation 


Front warned the Americans 
against taking the "appropriate 
response" to the current Viet 
Cong offensive which President 
Nixon had threatened. 


"If the U.S. administration 


commits new adventurous acts 
of war under the pretext of 'ap- 
propriate response' to recent at- 
tacks by the Liberation Armed 
Forces and the people of South 
Vietnam," Kiem said, "it will 
bear full responsibility for the 
consequences arising from these 
serious acts." 


Kiem said the United States 


by its Vietnam policy had been 
led into "the most ignominious 
failure in the American history 
of war." He said President Nix- 
on and the new U.S. administra- 
tion should "not forget this his- 
torical lesson." 


Lodge accused the Viet Cong 


and North Vietnamese of treat- 
ing the civilian population of 
South Vietnam as a target. 


"Your troops mine highways 


and,railroads," he said. "They 
kill and maim innocent passen- 
gers on civilian buses and 
trains. They assassinate govern- 
ment officials. . . 


They seek to terrorize the ci- 


vilian population into submis- 
sion. For this purpose they fire 
mortars and rockets into cities 
and towns. Your troops fire de- 
liberately Into villages and ham- 
lets in order to draw fire upon 
innocent civilians. . . 


"These things are an old story 


to the people of South Vietnam. 
They have known for many 
years that those seeking the ov- 
erthrow of their government, 
knowing they cannot expect sup- 
port at the ballot box, use ter- 
ror, sabotage, coercion and in- 
timidation as their methods."

mathematics. Dorothy Hay- 
den points out that you must 
consider all possibilities, not 
just one or two, in compar- 
ing the chance of success of 
various plays. 


Percy was a mathemati- 


cian who had just taken up 
duplicate. He arrived at six 
no-trump. East won the first 
trick with the diamond ace 
and led back a spade. Percy 
knew that a finesse repre- 
sented a 50 per cent chance 
while a 3-3 break in hearts 
was o n l y a 36 per cent 
chance. Either would give 
him his 12th trick so he took 
the 50 percenter and went 
down. 


Harry wasn't as good a 


mathematician as Percy, but 
he made the hand against 
the same defense. He re- 
fused the finesse in spades 
and ran off all his diamonds 
and clubs. He made sure he 
played the clubs last from 
his own hand. This put West 
in a squeeze. 
He had to 


chuck the king of spades or 
unguard his jack of hearts. 


Harry's play was far bet- 


ter mathematically. He would 
make his contract against a 
3-3 break in hearts or any 
time the king of spades 
showed up in the same hand 
as the long hearts. 


Incidentally, our old friend 


the Unlucky Expert would 
probably have gone down 
two tricks. Against him East 
would cash the diamonds 
and d i s c a r 4 the jack or 


queen of spades. Then he 
would run clubs and West 
would get rid of his seven 
and nine of spades as un- 
ostentatiously as 
possible. 


Then our hero would run off 
his high hearts and eventual- 
ly take the spade finesse to 
lose the last two tricks to 
West.

DOCTOR'S MAILBAQ 


Bladder Operation 
Needs Hospitalization 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I am 74. My doctor 


says that my bladder has 
dropped but he isn't worried 
about it. He says that if I 
start to dribble urine he will 
have to put a pleat in the 
bladder. Would I have to go 
into the hospital for this? Am 
I too old for such a pro- 
cedure? 


A—You w o u l d have to 


have t h i s operation in a 
hospital. It is best not to 
delay this repair work be- 
cause of the danger that you 
may develop a chronic blad- 
der infection. Your age, of 
itself, is not a r e a s o n to 
avoid the operation. 


Q—My doctor has treated 


me for a Hunter's ulcer of 
the bladder for over a year 
but the ulcer hasn't healed. 
What would you suggest? 


A—I assume that what you 


have is a Hunner's ulcer, 
which is notoriously hard to 
heal. Local t r e a t m e n t 
through a cystoscope offers 
the best hope for a cure. It 
would also help if your doc- 
tor could identify the causa- 
tive organism so that an 
effective antibiotic can be 
given. In some victims an 
infected diverticulum of the 
colon irritates the bladder 
and keeps the ulcer going. 
In such cases the underlying 
cause must be eliminated. 


Q—I h a v e Rh-negative 


blood type 0 and my doctor 
says I have ABO incompat- 
ibility. I have one normal 
healthy c h i l d . Please ex- 
plain about the blood type. 


A—When a woman's blood 


type is 0 and her husband's 
is A, B or AB, an incompati- 
bility of the blood groups 
exists. The result is similar 
to that when an Rh incom- 
patibility exists except that 
the resulting blood disease in 
a second or subsequent child 
is less s e v e r c—usually a 
mild j a u n d i c e . In some 
cases, however, an exchange 
transfusion may be neces- 
sary to save the baby's life. 
Such an emergency must be 
prepared for ahead of time. 


Q—My husband w o r k e d 


with pentachlorophenol for a 
number of years, using it as 
a 
wood preserver. 
Wood- 


working is his hobby. For the 
past three years he has been 
depressed and l a c k i n g in 
energy. What are the symp- 
toms of poisoning with this 
chemical? 


A—Like dlnitrophenol and 


phenols in general, penta- 
chlorophenol is potentially 
dangerous. Since it is easily 
absorbed through the skin, 
lungs and digestive tract, 
precautions must be taken 
to prevent direct contact, in-

landing in the Atlantic Ocean to- 
day and were quickly hoisted 
aboard the recovery ship Guad- 
alcanal.

Schweickart rode their durable 
spaceship to a splashdown in 
gentle seas within sight of this 
helicopter carrier stationed 300 
miles north of Puerto Rico.

miles from the Guadalcanal at 
12:01 p.m.
